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1. An unspecified autonomous antitank unlt (FPN 6892) which is subordinate to 
‘Lhe Fifth Military District at Zagreb, is billeted in a restored building 
situated in the northern part of the town of Krizevei. This town, which has 
a population of about 25,000, is located approximately 50 kilometers north- 


east of Zagreb. 


2. This autonomous antitank unit, with a strength of approximately 200 men, in- 
eluding soldiers and officers (mostly Slovene), is under the command of Lieutenant 
Colonel Lazo Uzelac. Other officers have been identified ass Major Jokic, 
Captain Vladovic and Lieutenant Markovic. 


3, The unit is composed of four ecampanies, a communications platoon, and a chemical 

warfare defense platoon. The men of the unit are equipped with 20 German _ 
75-millimeter antitank guns, 20 GMC trucks, three Opel. trucks, three jeeps and two 
motorcycles. ; 
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
